Bryant Watson, 49, was killed by 
a shotgun blast in the. head about 
9:15 last Sunday night- during a 
fracas at the home of Geronimo 
Swami, 70-year-old Indian, accord- 
ing to Deputy Sheriff Bob New- 
man, Belle Glade, who arrested the 
Indian. 

According to Newman, Watson 
and his wife stopped to see Swami 
late Sunday afternoon at the In- 
dian’s shack, midway between Pa- 
hokee and Belle Glade. After all 
three had some:drinks, Watson left 
Swami’s shack, leaving his wife 
there. Shortly after 9 p. m. Watson 
returned. The door was locked ‘and 
he tried to kick it down. As the 
door flew off its hinges. Geronimo 
Swami fired a shotgun blast, hit- 
ting Watson in the head and kill- 
ing him instantly. 

Swami is ir jail awaiting a cor- 
oner’s investigation.

As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


“Tt shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
cartied on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving 
_proof of such publication.”
